Colonel R. C. Marshall, District 
Engineer, U. S. Army Engineer Dis- 
trict, Mobile, Alabama, announced 
that all lands and easements for 
the Mississippí Test Facility have 
been acquired except several small 
tracts where utilities or common- 
carriers are involved. The Corps of 
Engineers is real estate, engineer- 
ing, and construction agent for the 
Nationa] Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, which will operate 
the facility. 

The facility comprises approxi- 
mately 138,772 acres of land, of 
which 111,972 are in Hancock 
County and 1,800 in Pearl River 
County, Mississippi, and 25,000 in 
St. Tammany Parish, Louisiana. Of 
the total, 19,428 acres are in the 
"fee" (construction) area and the 
remainder are in the buffer zone.

CANCER SOCIETY 
ATTEMPTS TO HALT 
TEEN-AGE SMOKING 


“If teenage smoking is to be re- 
duced and if youngsters are to be 
discouraged from ever acquiring 
the cigarette habit, it will be the 
young people themselves who must 
do it,” declared Mr. Gerald Gex, 
chairman, Hancock County Cancer 
Society Chairman. “We can’t pass 
laws that will stop them. But we 
can help, by making smoking seem 
less desirable to yourig people and 
by setting an example for them to 
follow.” 

Mr. Gex cited an American Can- 
cer Society study which showed 
that the percentage of teenage 
smokers is highest among children 
of famliies in which both parents 
smoke cigarettes; lowest in 
families in which neither parent 
smokes, and intermediate in famil- 
ies in which only one parent 
smokes cigarettes. Smoking be- 
havior of boys ‘was shown to con- 
form more closely to that of the 
father, while the smoking behavior 
of girls follows more closely that 
of the mother. 

“If people did not smoke cigaret- 
tes, at least 75 per cent of all lung 
cancer deaths could be prevented," 
Mr. Gex said. "This year, over 47,- 
000 Americans will die of lung 
cancer. And unless something is 
done to prevent it, the number will 
increase each year." 

The American Cancer Society, 
which pioneered in research show- 
ing the relationship between ci- 
garettes and lung cancer, is coope- 
Tatihg with other voluntary health 
agencies and the U. S. Public 
Health Service in a nationwide 
educational program to teach the 
facts about smoking, particularly to 
teenagers.
